Oughta Be 
From Auto 


A bank building for the northeast 
corner of Bradford Avenue and 
Yorba Linda Boulevard, which 
refused to flip-flop, received 
grudging approval anyway from 
members of the Placentia City 
Council in a 3-2 vote. 

The structure will house a branch 
of the Hacienda Bank, which 
features outside, from your car teller 
service. Consternation arose from 
the canopies and large stacking 
areas provided in the plans, to 
accommodate customers who will do 
their banking from their automo- 
biles. 

In previewing the plans, which are 
a part of the Diversified Shopping 
Centers, Inc. (Newport Beach) 
program for Town Center Il, the 
north side of Yorba Linda Boulevard 
between Kraemer Boulevard and 
Bradford Avenue, members of the 
city’s planning commission had 
some misgivings. 

The structure was previously 
described as resembling ‘‘a glorified 
gas station’ by staff, and 
commissioners objected to the 
airiness of the structure which 
features a small, 1608 square foot 
bank, and a lot of canopied 
‘*drive-in’’ areas. 

Placentia Planning Commission 
Chairman, Walter Nollac, sugges- 
ted flip-flopping the building, hiding 
all the cars expected to use the 
facility, in the back. A sufficient 
number of planning commissioners 
(3 - 2) agreed with him to affect the 
approval. 

But when staff received the 
proposal for implementation, it was 
discovered that waiting cars might 
be sitting in the middle of Bradford 
Avenue. The idea wouldn’t work. 

In an active exchange of rhetoric 
at the city council session between 
Councilman George De Jesus, who 
was strongly in favor of the plans as 
proposed and Councilman Jack 
Gomez, who was equally opposed, 
De Jesus stated: ‘‘Jack, you can

Union; Suit To Stay? 


Whether or not Placentia Fire 
Fighters Union Local 2147 AFL, ClO 
will vanish with the proposed 
merger of the local fire service with 
that of Orange County, remained a 
moot point this week. 

Also, somewhat uncertain is the 
fate of a $15.5 million law suit which 
the local fire union has pending 
against city council members and 
city administration. 

Capt. Stephen Brown, Placentia 
Fire Department employee, who has 
recently been signing papers as the 
union’s representative, said that it 
is his understanding that the local 
union will ‘‘dissolve the day we 
become county firemen.”’ 

Richard Silber, attorney for the 
parent union, who has represented 
the local chapter in many court 
appearances and local confronta- 
tions, stated, however, that the 
chapter will continue to exist as long 
as it is needed to complete any 
unfinished business. 

Among these items is the $15.5 
million suit, which the local chapter 
levied against members of that city 
council, the city administrator and 
the fire chief. Involved in this action 
is the controversy over the eight 
hour working day, disagreements 


over negotiations and an item of 
back pay which Brown estimates to 
be in the vicinity of $10,000. 

The case tried in Superior Court 
was won by the city of Placentia and 
it is now on appeal to the Southern 
California area Court of Appeals, to 
be heard in San Diego. Attorneys 
will answer on October 3 as to 
whether they wish to argue the case 
orally, Silber stated. 

Brown said that the back pay is the 
only aspect of interest to the firemen 
now since the county merger is 
underway and firemen with the 
county operate on a 24 hour shift. 

The back pay controversy involves 
pay raises given to two non union 
captains while union captains were 
not so favored. 

Other developments in_ the 
unending tribulations of the city and 
its one time highly acclaimed fire 
department, concerns the local 
union's request ‘‘that the city drop 
its temporary restraining order and 
the hearing on the preliminary 
injunction scheduled for September 
30."’ 

The outcome of that hearing 
would have determined whether or 
not the firemen had the right to walk 
off the job as the city claims they did 


or whether their recent failure to 
report for work was properly labeled 
a lock out. The action by the firemen 
stemmed from members of their 
union disciplined over the dis- 


appearance of materials from 
vacated city buildings. 
The ‘ocal union states: ‘The 


union acted on advice from legal 
counsel. If the action was not in 
accordance with the Memorandum 
of Understanding, it was not 
intentional on the part of the Union. 

‘*The purposes of the temporary 
restraining order have been 
accomplished. (It returned the men 
to work.) There is no reason to 
pursue the matter further as the 
major issues have been resolved.’ 


Still to be determined by 
arbitration is the fate of seven 
former firemen, who have been 
terminated recently from their jobs, 
four for alleged theft, and three for 
sleeping during their working hours. 
Silber said that Joseph Gentile of 
Los Angeles has been selected by 
both sides as the arbitrator and that 
arbitration is scheduled for October 
27.

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*233,400 Raise 


The 155 full time employees of the 
city of Placentia, have been granted 
a 9 per cent boost in salaries, 
negotiated for last year in special 
contract sessions. 

The pay hike itself amounts to 
$233,400, Frank Dunnavant, Direc- 
tor of Finance for the city reports. 
The increase raises salaries and 
benefits for the 15S employees to a 
sizeable $3,045,710. 

The memorandum of understand- 


ing for the employees, which 
excludes department heads and 
administration, was negotiated 
three years ago for that time period 
with a first raise of 6.3 per cent. The 
second year the contract called for 
cost of living evaluation and salaries 
rose another 8.1 per cent. At that 
time, this year’s increase was set at 
9 per cent. 

The memorandum of understand- 
ing will expire October, 1976. 


Homeowners Get 
Unique Solution 


Something new in aesthetic 
values for the city of Placentia, was 
approved recently by city council- 
men in an attempt to provide some 
privacy for residents of Lewis Place, 
Placentia, whose homes back up to 
the Pantry Market. 

Thé backs of the houses and back 
yards are clearly visible to the heavy 
truck traffic which frequents the 
alley serving the Sierra Vista 
Shopping Center. Residents have 
attended numerous planning com- 
mission and council meetings in an 
effort to obtain some relief from 
visual and physical intrusions. 

After lengthy discussion on how 
best to shield the long suffering 
citizens from public view, the 
council voted to: 

Add to an existing block wall in 
back of the properties, additional 


courses as high as wind tolerance 
will allow, probably 6 feet, II 
inches. 

Build another redwood fence type 
structure, which would stick up 
above the added onto block wall and 
elevate to 8 or 8% feet. This 
structure would sit out from the first 
one as there is a cement drainage 
ditch immediately in back of the 
block walls in which nothing can be 
built. 

(City staff said this week that it 
was uncertain as to whether the 
redwood fence would be of solid 
construction or just a superstructure 
on legs and solid from the top of the 
block walls on up). 

Councilmen then specified that 
each suffering homeowner along the 
alley be presented with a

Student Critically 
Injured At Oil Well 


A ten-year old Brookhaven 
Elementary School student, Ronald 
Wolf, was critically injured early 
Tuesday morning when he appar- 
ently fell near the pumping 
equipment of the Bay West 
Development Company oil well 
located north of Bastanchury Road, 
between Brookhaven and Kraemer 
Boulevard. 

The youngster was rushed to 
surgery at Placentia-Linda Com- 
munity hospital where his condition 
was declared critical after three 
hours of surgery. The boy was 
discovered about 9:30 a.m. by 
company employee Vern Trecker. 

Placentia police surmised that the 
youngster may have stopped to play 
around the well on his way to school 
and apparently slipped from the 
equipment. It was thought that he 
had lain at the scene for possibly an 
hour before he was found. 

Whether other youngsters were 
with him at the time was not known. 

The boy remained in surgery at 
Placentia Linda Community Hospi- 
tal at press time and his injuries 
listed as multiple. 

Barry Hogan, a city planner for 
Placentia, said that there had 
recently been some _ problems 
concerning the maintenance of the 
barriers around the wall and two 
storage tanks located immediately 
adjacent to it. He _ said _ his 
department last week had communi- 
cated with Bay West declaring the 
condition of the site as unsatis- 
factory. 

‘*There are blocks falling off the 
wall, barbed wire falling down, and 


the landscape is unsatisfactory and 
not properly irrigated,"’ Hogan 
reported. 

He said that the department has 
received no answer as yet from the 
firm. 

It was also confirmed there had 
been reports of youngsters entering 
the premises ‘‘and riding the 
pumping arm like a horse.” 

The well is protected with a fence 
and the entire site with a block wall 
topped by barbed wire. 

Police Sgt. Daryll Thomann, tn 
charge of the case, said Tuesday, the 
boy was barely conscious when 
found. The youth, he stated, 
appeared to have been sucked into 
the drive gears in the well and 
crushed between the weights. 

The youngster is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Herbert Wolf.

Public figures acquire ‘timages’’ which may accurately reflect what they 
say and do or may instead reflect the reaction to them by the news media. As 
tastes and issues change, some images may change, but others may 
stubbornly stay the same, even though they should change. 

Take the images of two U.S. presidents, for example: Calvin Coolidge and 


Dwight Eisenhower. 


Coolidge, the dry, unexciting New Englander, is more often than not 
remembered as a lackluster, almost laughable figure who just happened to 
occupy the White House for awhile. 

Eisenhower, though remembered with affection and respect for his great 
military accomplishment, has the image, as president, of a genital golf 
player who didn’t stir things up much and who--in the main--presided over a 
country that rode at anchor for eight years. The late John Kennedy, who 
followed him, actually campaigned on the slogan, ‘‘Get the country moving 
again."’ 

Are these images true or false? Consider this: 

H.L. Mencken said Cal Coolidge has been ‘‘weaned on a pickle." Was 
Coolidge a do-nothing president in one of those lulls in our nation’s history? 
If so, we should have such lulls today. 

There was’ better-than-full employment: Jobs were competing for 
workers. The cost of living went DOWN 2.3 per cent. 

The federal budget was actually reduced and some of the national debt 
accumulated in World War | was paid off. 

During *'Silent Cal's’’ presidency the number of automobiles owned by 
Americans trippled and great new industry--radio--went from $60 million in 
annual sales to $842 million. 

They laughed when Calvin Coolidge said, ‘‘The business of America is 
business,’’ but we had true peace and prosperity--those things we are 
promised so often, but given so seldom. 

In the ‘Eisenhower years’’--1952 to 1960--we were told an entire college 
generation was ‘‘apathetic’’ and had stagnated (perhaps because they 
didn’t burn down the campus libraries). 

Yet, Ike ended a war in Korea that had killed tens of thousands of young 
Americans. For the rest of his eight years in office none were being shot at 
anywhere in the world. 

Ike also halted--dead in its tracks--the advance of communism. And, Big 
Government didn’t get any bigger. A citizen could go for an evening stroll in 
the park without getting bopped over the head. 

Wages went up steadily, but prices held. Steak was 85 cents a pound anda 
gallon of gas cost 29 cents. You could be well-dressed in a $50 suit and a pair 
of $9 shoes. 

The workday and the workweek grew shorter and our taxes were reduced. 
Suddenly, more kids were going to college than ever before; more families 
were buying homes; never had our nation’s wealth been so widely 
distributed; and we were so strong that no one in the world thought of 
challenging us. 

You'll have to make up your own mind about the image versus the real 
man, but maybe we ought to go back and see what they did that we aren't 
doing today.

tion. 

Ron Green, one of the 
homeowners, who pointed out that 
the residents had paid $25 to place 
an appeal on the city council agenda, 
expressed his displeasure at council 
procedure of listening to the 
developer and then discussing 
solutions among themselves before 
the homeowners spoke. 

Presiding Mayor Michael Calla- 
han answered: ‘‘The mayor or the 
mayor can run the meeting at his 
own discretion. We made no attempt 
to stop you from talking. We just 
discussed it ourselves.

session prior to assuming 
counseling duties. Each 
volunteer will be asked to be 
on call for a 24-hour period 
monthly, during which time 
he will receive calls through 
the For Kids’ Sake answer- 
ing service. 

In describing the need for 
such a progrdm in north 
Orange County, Mead 
pointed out that child abuse 
is a growing community 
problem, and that many 
parents need help in 
dealing with the frustra- 
tions of raising children. 
Hotline counselors will try 
to help callers recognize 
their hostile feelings and 


deal with them in 
non-aggressive way. 

Each volunteer hotline 
counselor will be given an 
operating manual, contain- 
ing information about child 
abuse, crisis counseling, 
and procedures for handl- 
ing calls. The manuals will 
also provide a list of 
professional services to 
which the volunteer coun- 
selor can refer troubled 
callers. 

‘*For Kids’ Sake is trying 
to help the parent as well as 
the child,’ said Mead. 
“Our goal is to protect 
children, and the only way 
to do this is to help the 


parent cope with his 
feelings, or help the parent 
decide to get professional 
help.”’ 

Mead estimates that 50 
volunteers will be needed in 
order to ensure proper 
staffing of the hotline.

DiedrichWould Limit Tax

rhe official meeting was 
preceeded by dinner with 
the chairman which pro- 
vided a unique opportunity 
to see more of the family 
side of a successful 
politician, 

rhe Supervisor ex- 
pressed his constant desire 
to see government at all 
levels run ina more efficient 
and business like manner. 
Citing as an example, the 
County's data processing 
system, the Supervisor 
related the experience of 
evaluating the cost of 
having the county operating 
its own data processing 
operation and contracting 
with private enterprise to 
provide the same functions. 

The results were that a 
1.5 million dollar savings 
was provided the local 
taxpayers by going to the 
contracted service. 


Demands for services 
through government agen- 
cies are growing every year, 
and this County Supervisor 
sees future cost savings to 
taxpayers through amalga- 
mation of county services 
and operations, as a 
possible solution to provid- 
ing maximum service at 
minimum cost. 

Although this may be a 
desirable method, many of 
the requirements for the 
County operation are not 
determined by the County. 
In many instances, the laws 
under which the County 
operates are made by 
higher agencies. This can 
make it difficult to keep 
costs down. 

One of the areas sug- 
gested by Chairman Died- 
rich to reduce costs of 
government would be to 
approach what he referred 
to a City/County. seats at 
the supervisorial level so 
that closer attention to local 
problems would be pro- 
vided by the County.

Commenting further on 
government costs the Sup- 
ervisor said that people in 
elective office were failing 
us miserably by _ not 
explaining where the mon- 
ey for social programs and 


revenue sharing comes 
from. It comes from 
government siphoning 
money off the top of the 
taxpaying citizens earn- 
ings. 


With the amount of this 
siphoning approaching 50 
percent people should be 
made more aware of the 
need to allow more of these 
earnings to remain with the 
working segment of our 
society. The free enterprise 
system will find it very 
difficult to survive if too 
much money is funneled to 
the government where it 
then becomes non produc- 
tive. 


The Supervisor was 
asked what he felt the limit 
on the amount of money in 
taxes that government 
should take. The response 
was a figure of about 15 to 
20 per cent. 

Concluding his remarks 
the Supervisor stated that 
there are so many pressure 
groups in Orange County 
that government, if it did 
everything it was being 
asked to do, would be doing 
everything for the people. 


They must realize that 
there are some things 
government cannot do for 
you. The Country should be 


doing more for free 
enterprise. The County 
Supervisors have  recog- 


nized the free enterprise 
system by proclaiming 
Free Enterprise Day, as the 
first Monday in October.
